clusions that would be satisfactory
to wysell, but basing an opinion
upon what I have seen during my
short stay, [ think your mining
outlook is very Hattering. There
ure undoubtedly valuable minerals
here—rlead, zinc and spar, but
u great deal depends upon the
management of the mines. If
properly handled, I think the
mines will be successful. The
great problem is the separation of
the ores. The Eagle Spar Co,
tells me that it has machinery that
does this satisfactorily, if this is
demonstrated when it comes to
the practical test, then a very ser-
ious obstacle has been overcoms,
and successful wining in this
seotion is assured.”

Are there any other mines in
the country like these?

“Yes in Wisconsin and in Mis-
souri are mines similar to those,
but not in every particular, You
have the fluor spar here, and it is
not found in either of the others."

Is the demaud for finor spar
sufficient to juslify mining for it
alone?

“Your most valuable minerals
are the lead and zine; the demand
for these is, as you know, unlimit.
el, while the demand for the fluor
gpar is as yet limited, but ten or
twefity years ago there was not
vue-tenth or one-twentieth of the
spar used as is used now, and the
demand is likely to increase. You
have very fine fluor spar here, an d
thesupply in this country is limit-
ed to this belt.”

Last week County Judge Ro-
chester received from the Prison
Commissioners a communication
that indicates that James H. Mott,
convieled in 1892 of the murder of
Lafe Mott, in this county, is about
to he paroled out of the peniten-
tinry to which he was senienced
for life. The commissioners
wrote Lo the county judge asking
him to certify as to the resposi-
bility of 8. 8. SBullenger, of this
county, who proposed to be res-
ponsibla for the conduct of Mott
and for his return to prison, in the
avent the commissioners so order,
and who proposed to buy Mott a
suit of citizens clothes and pay
his Tare home.

Mr. Mott is an  old man, and
according to report, has been an
exceptionally good prisoner as to
deportment,

The law provides that the Prison
Commissioners may make rules
and regulations for paroling per-
sons confined in the penitentiary.
Persons in prison for murder may
go on parole after they shall have
sarved out at least ten years of the
term. Persons sentenced for a
felony, other than rape or incest,
and who lhiave not besn previously
convicted and served a term, and
who have not been insubordinate
to the rules and regulations may
be allowed to go on parole outside
of the building and enclosure, but
to remain and be in the legal cus-
tody and control of the commiss-
ioners, and subject at any time to
be taken back and confined, when-
ever suoh conviet shall bhecome
disobadient to the law, or the com-
missioners shall deem best, Pa.
roled convicts are, when they re.
main in the State, required to
report their place of msitlleum and
conduet to the commissioners,
through the county judye, at least
every six wonths.
